MALONEY’S  TREES — 20  acre  apple  orchard  composed  of  equal  parts  Stayman,  Rome,  McIntosh  and  Baldwin 
planted  as  one  year  whips  in  the  spring  of  1917.  Planting  arranged  on  a  corner  of  20  foot  square  with  tillers  to  be  re¬ 
moved  when  necessary.  Fillers  removed  in  the  winter  of  1928-29,  leaving  permanent  trees  on  the  corner  of  40  foot 
square  with  semi-permanents  in  the  center  of  the  square,  which  probably  will  remain  until  the  winter  of  1933.  Stay- 
man,  Rome  and  McIntosh  have  been  in  heavy  bearing  since  the  1920  crop.  Baldwins  have  been  in  light  bearing  since 
1926  crop.
